and I:.think, so:far as I can, I would like to-put.his 
evidence in now because it relates to matters in the past 
whereas Mr. Campbell will be dealing with matters which 
reach into the future, so to speak. 

Mr. McCoy. May Mr. McCoy be seated at 
the table, sir, he has had an operation on his back which 
makes it difficult for him to stand for any length of time? 

THE COMMISSIONER: Yes, certainly, as a matter of fact, 

I don't see any reason why all witnesses should not sit 
down here, all the witnesses have been in the stand for 
quite a long period of time, and I think in future we will 


have all witnesses sit at this table. 





THOMAS LAVERNE HENDERSON McCOY, sworn, examined by Mr. Clement: 
Q Mr. McCoy, do you make your home in Edmonton? 

A Out of Edmonton, sir, in the Subdivision of Whitecroft. 

Q Yes, Whitecroft is where in relation to Sherwood Park? 

A 


It is a mile east of the shopping centre and it starts a

Q Yes. How long have you made your home there?

Would you 
tell Mr. Commissioner how you became interested in it, and 
starting off first with: what was your occupation back in 
1953? 

A Yes sir. In 1953 I was working for Brown and Root in the 
construction of the chemical plant and - 
How long had you been working for Brown and Root? 

A Since May of 1951. 

Q Now, there is the first specific date that we have been able 


to get on that, Mr. Commissioner. You commenced working for 


Brown and Root in May of 1951 on the Celanese plant? 


A Yes sir. 

Q Yes, and at what stage was construction when you commenced 
working? 

A There was no construction, they were still taking test holes 
in the soil.

A They were too high, I couldn't build under that, I was 
looking for a V.L.A. home.

much money, then you also have to put out money to the 





V.L.A., backing, which I didn't have.

A I was out there, I had been out there once.

A Just to look at it, driving, I never stopped in at the house 


or anything, I wasn’t that well acquainted, I just went out 
to look where it was and thought it would be a nice place 


for me to get a couple of acres.

A A bit of pasture for a horse, and that. 
Yes, and then just tell us the progress of events? 

A Well, Mr. Hooke’s son was working at Chemcell at the time, 


Keith, and I had told him, I was telling him how disappoint- 
ing it was not to be able to get anything, and he mentioned 


that his dad had another quarter section he used for pasture 





further on, why didn’t I see him about that.
